IN Fair ay-Sound (betwixt the Iflcs of Fair ay and Mtha in Ork- 
ney) the Sea runneth Northeaft, for the (pace only of three 
hours in Flowing, and nine hours South-weft in Ebbing. This h 
the courfe of the Tide only in the middle of the Sound, which is 
but one mile broad. 

The next Ifle to Fairay , towards the South* weft, is WeUra^ 
which is an Ifland about five miles in fongth, and three or four 
miles in breadth. Upon the South-eaft fide of this UJand,withio a 
mile to the fhore,lyeth another little lik,which is not half a mile 
in Circumference. South and South-weft from thefe two Iflands, 
is Wefir a- Frith 3 eight miles in breads h, running betwixt them ; and 
the Hie called Panfa. Through this Frith the Englifh (hips do or- 
dinarily pafs/m their courfe to Jfeland.

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Whilft the Sea hinneth from Weft to Eaft in Flowing, through this 
iVcftra.Frith, thtrz are no greater Surges, than in any other place of 
the Sea S and in a calm day,it is as fraooth as any Lake, though there is 
conftandy a great current, in the flux and reflux of the Sea. Yet at the 
South- Ealt end of the forementioned little lihnd,theSeapQ fooner be- 
gins to run weftward in Ebbing,but there beginneth a fufge uvappear, 
which continually increafeth, until the Ebb be half fpent,and after- 
wards it decreafcth, until itbe low watery at which time there ap- 
peared no fuch thing. Eaft and weit from this great Surge, 
there are fome few leffcr fnrgcs fcen, which are gradu-* , 

ally lefs^owards the eaft and weft, after this manner | J j I | 
I having occalion to pafs that way, in a little boat, I ' 

when we had palled over the Eaflmoft furges,and were beginning to af- 
cend thebiggelhupon the tenth oi April, u one of the clock in the after- 
noon, the furgc betore us was lo high, that it intercepted the fight of the 
Sun, and fome dog. of the firmament- above it. This furge is about a 
quarter of a mile in length. When there is any wind,whic h occalioneth 
the breaking of the tops of the Surges,there is no parting that way. The 
current of the Tyde is fo ftrong there,that there is no need of Sails or 
of Oares,fav< only to dircft the boat, as doth the helm*
